Sir—l happened to be in the 


Criminal Court yesterday when the 
trial. of an Indian- charged with 
murder wasin progress. . The case 
began at 10.30 and dragged-on till 
a.few minutes after one- o'clock 
when the jury weré asked to retire 
and consider their’ verdict. As 
they filed out of the court, the Chief 
Justice settled back comfortably in 
his cosily upholstered seat, counsel 
‘leaned back possibly to discuss the 
chancee of getting away in.time 
for tiffin ‘and cvéryone relaxed 
after the arduous exertions of ‘the 
morning. Everyone, that is, ex- 
cept the unfortunate prisoner who, 
having been on his feet’ ever since 
the trial began,:was compelled to 
keep on his feet for nédrly aivhour 
longer because noone had thought- 
fulness or consideration’enough to 
stggest he should sit’ ‘down. 
Obviously suffering discomfort he 
shifted uneasily front One foot -to 
the other’ as ‘hée“cluhg limply 
to the bars with both 
hands, but it. worried . neither 
Judge nor . qounsel. Surely— 
even though,’es one understands, 
the job of defending him. -was: 
allotted them by the Crown—it'was 
the “pidgin” either of Mr. ‘el 
Arculli, his solicitor, or Mr.

LORD ESHER'S LOVE 
LETTERS, 


— 


The following is a review, re- 
printed -from the Times, of-a- new 
book by Colonel Dudley Ward 
entitled “A Reimance of the Nine- 

teenth Century.” : 

Colone} Dudley 1 Ward certainly 
made a lucky find on acertain wet 


day when, as he confesses, he dis- 
covered a bundle of ald letters ad- 
dressed by his grandfather, the 
first Lord Esher, to hisgrandmother 
at the time when he was a struggl- 
ing barrister and courting the be- 
autiful and accomplished Eugenie 
Mayer; who became his wife. From 
this beginning, with the aid of 
other family lettérs placed in his 
hands by the present Lord Esher, 
Colonel Dudley Ward has com- 
piled a very interesting book, 
which jtlustrates three ‘epochs in 
his family history. 

The first section tells of Joseph 
George Brett's wooing of Dorothy 
Best at the beginning of the nine- 
teenth century. It is a quiet but 
entertaining little story of domes= 
tic happiness attained after some 
difficultics and disappointment, 
caused chiefly’by disputes between 
the respective parents about the 
marriage settlements. Testy and 
gouty My. Best had promised more 
than he could perform, and prolific 
Mr. Brett could not do so much as 
he wished;'and between the 
two it seemed as. if the 
amiable “but  fretful George 
and the pldcidly adoring Dorothy 
would be parted forever. But an 
aunt who worshipped George 
finally came to the rescue, and the 
marriage took place before he went 
upto Cambridge. Three children 
were born to him before he took 
his degree, and \several more 
later during his carcer as a not 
very hardworking clergyman. One 
of these “children was William 
Baliol Brett, who went up to 
Cambridge in the eighteen-forties 
and rowed in.the first University 
boat race, also in the famous race, 
or: fouling match, between Cam- 
bridge and Leander. 


THE MAYERS. 


Baliol Brett, though well con- 
nected, had his way to make in 
life: and he was reading with 
moderate diligence for the Bar, 
when, at Gore’ House, where 
D’Orsay and Lady Blessington 
reigned, he met Eugenie Mayer, 
with whom he fell immediately 
and desperately in. love. The 
second section of this book ex- 
plains who Eugenie Mayer was ; or, 
to speak more accurately, the exe 
planatfon of who she was’ gives 
Colonel Dudley Ward a peg’ on 
which to hang the tale of Colonel 
Gurwood, the brave but irritable 
and disappointed editor of the 
Duke of Wellington’s dispatches. 
Gurwood married: Fanny Mayer, 
ore of four Alsatian sisters 
who fled as refugecs to Paris in 
1813. Fanny and her sister Belle 
were, as our author puts it, 
Bohemians, and Fanny, whocalled 
herself Madame Mayer, bore a
